On his way he raised the lights of a 
schooner within a fe\v miles of the scene 
of the tragedy and coming from that 
direction. 


When day broke to disclose a' great 


field of ice ahead, the Mount Temple dis- 
covered a trump steamer close by. 'flic 
identity of neither schooner nor trami 
was lixcd.

Supreme Court Decision Which 


Banishes Saloons from Kokomo. 


The decision of the Indiana supreme court in the Ko- 


komo saloon case, if it is correctly transmitted in the 
newspaper dispatches, is of especial interest in that it de- 
fines more clearly the authority of Indiana election 
hoards. The decision is, in effect, that the board, winch 
declared the tally sheet for one of the wards incorrect and 
attempted to remedy what it considered an error, exceed- 
ed its authority. It had no power to go behind the returns, 
and with the tabulation of the vote as it was cast the au- 
thority of the board ended. 


Aside from the effect of the decision in banishing 


something like a score of saloons from the Howard county 
capital, where they sprang up quickly following the de- 
cision of the circuit court in favor of the first applicant ior 
license, the case is an interesting one. Howard county 
was one of the earliest to fall into the "dry" column after 
the passage of the county option law in Indiana. When 
the. city and township option law was placed upon the 
statutes, an election was held for the city of Kokomo, and 
on the face of the returns the "toys" were again victori- 
ous. 
Upon the questioned returns from one ward, how- 


ever the circuit court overruled the county commission- 
ers and held that the city had in fact voted "wet," and 
it directed the issuance of the liquor license to the appli- 
cant. Appeal was taken by the temperance forces, how- 
ever, and the supreme court now reverses the decision of 
the lower court. 
. 


The case demonstrates the further fact, also, that 


while option elections are not being called as numerously 
as was the c-ase a few years ago in Indiana, the temperance 
forces evidently have no sort of idea of abandoning their

Some Port Wayne Examples of What Not to Do in Tree Planting and Tree Pmning-And One Commendable Instance. 


Every true citizen of Fort Wayne de- 


sires beautiful shade, trees to grace, the 
streets and his home. The trees along 
the streets and in the parks are of 
prime importance to city beautification. 


The citizens 
of 
Fort Wayne have 


demonstrated that 
they want good 


street trees,and that they be cared for 
properly. Every day the city forester 
is besieged with inquiries and demands 
for his services upon street and private 
trees. They demand first class, intelli- 
gent work in preference to the poor 
work offered 
so cheaply 
by the tree 


butchers. While good, intelligent work 
coats a little more in the- first place, it 
is cheaper in the end. 


Department Knows How. 


The city forestry department of th 


board

commissioners know 


how to care for trees. It takes n

>ecn or will be pruned in April. At this 
icriod of the year the sap pressure is 
ligh and any cut in tho tree at that

•ow parking strip, plant the trees be- 
.ween tho sidewalk and the house; tho 
effect Is beautiful and tho trees as a 
rulo will always do well when planted 
in that position. 


Always Kills the Tree. 


Very often a tree interferes with tho 


telephone or electric wires and a treo 
butcher ia called to the rescue by the 
operating company and prunes the treo 
free of charge. No. 3 illustrates this 
case very plainly. It is a dangerous 
practice and kills the tree in every in 
stance, No tree will stand such abuse 
The tree i» so weakened that it canno 
expel insects or disease and .the ulti- 
mate end will result in an eye sore, as 
indicated by No. 4. 


'Diseased trees of this kind, which are 


to tho roots. Then 
dig 
down about 


three feet more nnd if this soil is very 
impervious,' dry or -hard pan, replace it 
with a load of top soil and well rotted 
manure. Do not use green manure, for 
t will burn the fine joot hairs. 


Plant tho tree one and one-half inches

Figure 2 shows another wire-nail sur- 


gical job. In this case the two nails are 
iscd to hold the head of a bone to the 
shaft, while a union is formed. In this 
licture the fine tangled lines are bits of 
)hosphor-bronzc wire used in finishing up 
;he job. 


Mgiire 3 shows a "cantilever" jaw- 


Done, built up of silver wire to take the 
place of a real bone, removed because 
diseased. It was cut away up to the 
incisor teeth and a silver wire model put 
in its place. 


This model had a met.il head that 


was set in the socket formerly occupied 
by the head of the bone. Then the tis- 
sues of the jaw were woven in and put 
through the wire framework, the mucous 
membrane of the mouth mended and tho 
skin carefully stretched over the outer 
surface. 


That was three rears ago and the sil- 


ver jaw-bone is doing its work today 
quite as effectively as the other. As the 
operation destroyed the patient's back 
teeth, she is now going to have bridge 
work done to supply her with molars 
above the "cantilever" jaw-bone.
